It  must  not  he  overlooked,  bovtv*

Protectionist  idea  us  a  mere  jialliative. 
This  tiook  was  ahead  of  its  time,  and  yet 
it  was  timely  Truth  always  is,  however 
unpalatable  or  hursli.  klr.  Hunt's  book 
did  not  fall  "stillborn  from  the  press," 
but  it  fell  hs  seed  on  stony  ground. 
'•*me  in  good  Mid.  Now  the  liook  can¬ 
not  lw  bought,  and  copies  are  treasured 
by  those  who  have  them  as  their  polit¬ 
ical  New  Testament. 

We  refer  to  it*  pages  at  this  tune  of 
superficial  study  of  the  money  question 
localise  of  a  somewhat  remarkable  pre¬ 
diction  therein  made  and  In  these  words: 

The  great  political  and  financial 
evils  which  now  aloud  the  earth  and  Lhe 
growing  influence  of  the  fast -increasing 
spirit-host  that  never  loses  a  man  —  will 
\et  make  all  jK-oples  flee  to  The  Right 
for  refuge." 

■  A  great  change  mast  soon  liegm, 
though  l'fliave  little  hope  t ham  will 
come  unresisted.  On  tbe 'eontWfry.  the 
first  Jclaah  of  the  opposite  systeifxs  or 
power*  must  slvake  the  w  hole  earth  and 
produce  a  tune  of  trouble  such  as  never 
was  since  nations  l>egan  even  until  that 
tune.  Mammon  will  summon  all  lus 
pensioners,  all  lus  parasites,  all  betrayers 
of  right,  and  hie  slaves  of  evory  sort, 
to  the  battle.  They  may  darkeu  the 
heavens  with  thair  lies,  and  crimson  the 
-earth  with  their  cruelties :  but  some 
angel-guided  lover  of  Right  will  utter 
God's  truth  so  calmly  and  clearly  as  to 
reach  the  intellect*  of  all  without  in¬ 
flaming  the  passions  of  any ;  God's 
truth  thus  imparted  will  prove  the 
vehicle  of  God  s  power  :  and  the  pow 
ol  Mammon  will  vanish  before  it  like 
night  before  the  sun." 

The  political  campaign  originating  in 
th6' recent  National' conventions  involv¬ 
ing  a  fundamental  financial  principle, 
has.  engaged  the  whole  countrywith  a 
momentous  and  moat  perplexing  prob¬ 
lem — that  of  silver  coinage.  Due  man 
m  one  of  the  conventions,  in  debating 
the  question  for  or  against  the  gold 
standard,  though  one  of  the  youngest, 
confronted  older  and  most  experienc'd 
politicians  in  the  imperative  mood. 
“You  shall  not^”  were  the  words  he  em¬ 
ployed,  and  with  them  a  metaphor  that 
clinched  and  rivetad  his  argument  ;  and 
from  then  till  now  all  the  batteries  of 
Billingsgate  have  bean  trained  upon  Bry¬ 
an,  and  »the  Cause  he  i  has  espoused 
For  making  that  speech  and  for  contin- 
t  muinj^  to  make  speeches  millions  are 
being  spent  to  put  down  •*  the  boy  ora¬ 
tor/  His  candidacy,  at  first  treated  as 
a  jest,  is  now  regarded  as  a  crime,  do- 
mending  that  money  be  poured  out  like 
water  to  defeat  him.  Mammon  has 
‘summoned  all  his  pensioners  and  all 
his  .parasite*"  to  battle  against  Bryau. 
Sermons  from  tbe  pulpit,  fulmioation* 
against  the  wickedness  of  "free  silver 
are  demanded,  and  Dr.  Parkhurst  avers 
solemnly  that  "the  Almighty  even  could 
not  raise  tbe  value  oi  silver  to  $1.29  an 
ounce  "  The  only  possible  good  result 
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•  »f  promulgating  *«h  opinions  in  de- 
femte  ef  MaiuniuntoU  must  be  to  inspire 
other  ministers  toMSnd  up  for  tbe  Truth 
unprejudiced  and  unabashed,  and  speak 
out  their  honest  convictions  on  the 
money  question.

That 
their  only  ivsefui  function."  it  is  well 
l*>  slop  ami  question  the  wisdom  of 
wasting  time  on  the  rest  of  the  article. 

It  rs  rather  -tAktling  to  Ive  told  with 
such  an  assumption  pf  knowledge,  that 
these  suhstancre  were  useless  before 
they  were  ased  as  “money  metals." 
Even  an  advocate  of  bi-metallism  may 
b*  excused  from  ignoring  the  many 
uses  to  which  both  could  lie  put,  even 
though  both  should  be  demonetized. 
Are  the  gold  dtshe*  of  brewer  Ballantine 
useful?  Is  not  nitrate  of  silver  useful 
as  "lunar  caaiiic  ?"  To  say  nothing  of 
the  fact  that  even  at  tlieir  present  high 
commercial  value,  consequent  upon 
their  use  as  money,  about  one-fifth  of 
the  production  of  each  metal,  it  is  esti¬ 
mated.  is  used  In  the  arts  and  sciences. 
So  much  for  the  leaders.  The  idea  that 
leaders  should  be  blindly  followed,  re¬ 
minds  the  writer  of  a  passage  from 
Rittiughnusetf*  work  on  "Direct  Legis¬ 
lation.  An  opponent.  Carl  Cramer,  in 
a  public  speech  said,  "How  could  the 
people,  for  instance,  decide  the  weighty 
question  of  the  Reparation  of  the  Church 
and  State  :  a  question  for  which  the 
most  distinguished  scholars  have  failed 
to  tiin.1  a  {>eaceflble  solution?"  A  work¬ 
man  in  the  audience  asking  permission, 
gave  the.  sensible  solution,  which  had 
been  adopted  in  this  country  with  grati¬ 
fy  mg  results.  “Tlie  psople,"  he  said, 
will  very  easily  decide,  that  those  who 
wish  to  worship  must  bear  the  cost; 
that  the  maintenance  of  religion  is  a 
private  matter,  "t  And  so  with  the 
money  question.  he  politicians  and 
distinguished  men  nave  .procured  legis¬ 
lation  to  pat  upon  us  as  money  a  com¬ 
modity  L'hanging  in  its  value  in  one 
direction.  anJ  that  iu  favor  of  the  house 
of  Have,  trusting  to  the  <•»#  inertia e  of 
au  accomplished  fact  to  be  let  alone, 
ami  presuming  upon  the  servility  of  the 
voters  for  condonation.  The  use  of  sil¬ 
ver  according  to  the  laws  already  in  ex- 
istence  will  check  this  constantly  ap¬ 
preciating  value  of  gold  as  was  demon¬ 
strated  by  Secretary  Manning  when  he 
stopped  the  gold  raids  on  the  Treasury 
by  threatening  to  use  his  power  to  pay¬ 
out  silver  equally  with  gold.  But  the 
fad  remains,  as  recognized  by  Mr. 
Bryan  in  one  of  his  speeches,  that  no 
metal,  itself  a  commodity,  subject  to 
the  fluctuations  of  the  market,  can  be  a 
just  measure  of  value  :  nor  can  a  cur¬ 
rency  redeemable  in  *nv  such  commod¬ 
ity  be  free  from  the  defects  of  the  com¬ 
modity  in  which  it  is  redeemed.  A 
yard-stick  varying  in  length  is  not  mare 
unjust  than  $1  measure  of  Talue  varying 
in  value,  fthen  the  voters  get  this 
clearly  in  n^id,  then  shall  they  have 
taken  tlie  fintt  and  necessary  step  to  an 
understanding  of  the  money  question. 
And  they  cannot  evade  the  duty  so 
tersely  expressed  by  the  ancient  poet, 
■Homo  turn,  et  nihil  humani  a  me 
alienum  puto."  Grsx.

A  MINISTER  FOR  SILVER. 

Rev  Mr,  Young  Disagrees  With  Gold 
Clergymen- 

Rev.  S  Edward  Young,  pastor  of 
the  Central  Presbyterian  Church  and 
moderator  of  the  Presbytery  of  New¬ 
ark,  m  bis  pulpit  last  Sunday  said  in 
part  : 

"I  know  there  are  many  clergymen 
who  would  willingly  apeak  out  on  the 
subject  of  the  issue*  iu  this  campaign 
ami  wopld  declare  for  Mr.  Bryan  and 
llie  principle*  b«  represents,  but  re¬ 
frain  because  they  are  alraid  they 
•  ill  loe#  tbeir  bread  and  butter.  Tbe 
minister  who  says  anything  in  favor 
of^llr.  Jiryau  now  is  subjected  to  the 
suiue  sourn  and  annoyances,  the  same 
threats  of  loss  of  position  and  cutting 
of  salary  Unit  ministers  who  spoke  in 
favor  of  the  .South  iu  the  North,  or 
tuinisters  who  spoke  iu  favor  of  the 
NWrtb  in  the  South,  were  forced  to 
undergo  before  the  war 

"Mr.  Bryau  and  the  men  who  ad¬ 
vocate  n*e  cause  of  free  silver  are  not 
dishonest  Since  the  present  silver 
agitation  began  I  have  visited  nearly 
every  aectmii  of  this  country  and  have 
l>e«u  Ui  conversation  touching  the 
subject!  with  religious  workers.  My 
conviction  is  that  the  advocates  of 
silver,  from  James  G.  Blaine  to  Teller 
and  Blnud  and  Bryan, ,1>eve  been  and 
are  as  conscientious1  &»  their  op¬ 
ponents.  \ 

“Taking  the  country  through,  I 
think  the  clergy  are  about  evenly 
divided  on  the  issue,  while  a  very  few- 
profess  moral  scruples  against  free 
coinage  A  man  who  is  considered 
by  multitudes  the  leading  evangelist 
of  this  continent,  Mr  Moody  excepted, 
auid  iu  luv  hearing  some  time  ago  : 
I  see  the  rich  are  for  gold  ;  I  favor 
silver1  Auother,  uot  a  silver  man, 
has  pulled  hundreds  of  ministers,  and 
finds  that  no  oue  opposed  to  silver 
has  read  books  ou  the  subject. 

“I  l^elieve  that  the  people  who  re¬ 
side  in  communities  dominated  by 
the  ^ol<l  seutuueut  seriously  mis¬ 
judge  (tho**e  favorable  lo  silver.  We 
are  in  a  locality  where  tbe  press  is 
alui«Jsf  entirely  arrayed  agaiust  free 
silver.  Iu  the  West  it  is  the  other 
Neither  locality  gets  the  un¬ 
biased  truth.  Men  whose  integrity* 
and  ability  are  unquestioned  prove, 
they  think,  conclusively,  that  the 
silver  dollar  proposed  would  be  as 
honest  as  any  ever  coined. 

If  the  silver  cause  l>e  knavery, 
then  die  American  people,  from  179*2 
to  1873,  were  kuaves,  for  they  sanc¬ 
tioned  all  that  time  what  the  present 
silver  agitators  seek.  When  the  dis¬ 
heartened  laborer  reads  that  clergy¬ 
men  denounce  his  belief  in  silver  as 
an  attempt  to  shirk  half  his  debts, 
that  laborer's  love  for  the  church  does 
not  appreciate  at  the  ratio  of  16  to  1. 
Let  us  cease  calling  names  and  pro¬ 
ceed  to  frank,  calm  debate.  I  be¬ 
lieve  that  Mr.  Bryan  is  the  purest, 
mo»t  religious  man  ever  nominated 
for  the  Presidency  by  any  party,  er¬ 
upting  Liueoln." 

Italian  Shepherds. 

As  Co  their  moral  and  intellectual 
'haractemties,  these  vary  uot  only  ac¬ 
cording  to  their  native  district,  but  also 
irdiug  to  their  social  station.  Be¬ 
tween  the  prosperous  shepherds  from  the 
mountains  of  Pistoja,  imbued  with  the 
proverbial  courtesy  of  the  Tuscan,  speak- 
ng  the  purest  Italian,  acute,  intelligent, 
flin-ut  story  teller,  and  often  an  extem¬ 
pore  poetizer.  down  to  the  wretchedly 
poor,  brutalized  peasant  from  the  Ro- 
nguu,  clad  from  head  to  foot  in  filthy 
sheepskins,  and  who,  with  difficulty, 
keeps  hotly  and  soul  together  with  tbe 
proceeds  of  his  small  flock  of  half 
starved  sheep,  whose  only  pasture  is  on 
the  pathways  and  byways  or  furtively 
cropped  from  forbidden  ground,  be¬ 
tween  such  two  extremes  the  gradations 
are  numberless,  but  notwithstanding 
certain  traits  of  character  are  common 
to  all.  Common  to  all  is  the  life  they 
lead,  solitary  and  wandering,  now  on 
the  lonely  heights  of  the  Apennines, 
uow  on  the  still  lonelier  plains  of  tbe 
Maremma.  They  are  hardly  ever  seen 
even  in  the  larger  villages,  and  it  is 
only  from  some  lofty  hilltop  that  they 
have  a  distant  glimpse  of  the  towns, 
those  modern  Babylons,  on  which  they 
gaze  with  mixed  feelings  of  curiosity 
and  aversion. 

Always  alone,  they  necessarily  be- 
oome  taciturn,  and,  therefore,  medita¬ 
tive.  Their  life  out  of  doors,  without 
manual  labor  or  fixed  application,  leads 
them  to  apply  their  minds  to  study  the 
phenomena  of  nature,  the  habits  of  an¬ 
imals,  the  properties  -of  plants  or  the 
course  of  the  stars.  The  necessities  of 
their  nomadic  existences  teach  them  to 
apply  this  knowledge,  and  they  become 
terrible  poachers,  clever  veterinarians, 
tanners,  beibaliste,  basket  makers, 
stocking  knitters,  sometimes  excellent 
joiners  and  shoemakers. — Good  Words. 

Beftlnc  the  Baby. 

The  fond  mother  who  puts  her  Infant 
on  the  penny  slot  weighing  machine 
and  exults  over  it8  pounds  of  solid  flesh 
only  repeats  the  most  ancient  of  cus¬ 
toms,  "hefting  the  baby.”  Thus  Pro¬ 
fessor  Chamberlain’s  remarks  may  fur¬ 
nish  many  valuable  anthropometric 
data.

Critical  examina¬ 
tions,  curiously  enough,  were  made  in 
the  past  as  to  tbe  effectiveness  of  prayer 
in  Brittany  when  an  ill  man  came  to 
certain  shrine  seeking  a  cure.  He  was 
weighed,  so  as  to  see  whether  be  gained 
or  lost  flesh  as  the  religious  regimen 
under  the  priests  was  being  carried  out 
Professor  Chamberlain  gives  an  Eskimo 
When  a  man  or  a  woman  ia 
sick,  the  nurse  puts  a  stone  under  the 
patient's  headrest.  Then  she  weighs 
the  stone  in  her  hands  daily,  and  if. 
suppoaably,  the  stone  feels  heavier,  then 
the  sick  one  will  be  cured.  If  the  stone 
seems  to  be  lighter,  then  there  is  no 
•hanoe  of  recovery.  It  ia  doubtful  wheth¬ 
er  an  Italian  woman  haring  a  child 
born  in  America  would  ever  submit  it 
to  the  trial  of  the  balance  It  would  be 
deemed  unlucky..— New  York  Times.
